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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during July were valued at £3,016,330, which shows 
a decrease of £225,937, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the seven months there was a decrease of £669,318, or 
over 3 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during July amounted to £1,696,543, as compared with 
£1,958,340 in 1908; the total for the seven months was £11,273,280, 
an increase of £60,485 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There 
were decreases in a number of the principal articles ; agricultural imple- 
ments, cordage and twines, iron and steel, kerosene, leather, and timber, 


however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for July amounted to £1,367,072, and show 
a decrease of £203,712 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the seven months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £783,358, or nearly 6 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Minerals decreased by £743,000; and butter by £178,000 ; but wool 
£150,000, wheat £624,000, meats £181,000, and tallow £142,000, show 
substantial increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of 
the former during the seven months increased by £335,459, but the 
latter decreased by £1,118,817. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for July show that the net revenue 
for the month was £963,188, or £106,129 less than in July of last 
year. The principal decreases were—From Commonwealth returns, 
£106,992; Taxation (State), £15,861; and Lands, £16,395. The 
returns from Railways and Tramways increased by £21,296. The 
expenditure for the first month of the financial year, 1909-10, amounted 
to £1,100,935, which was £74,695 more than that for July of the 
previous year. On the 3lst July, 1909, the balance to credit of the 
Consolidated Revenue Account was £378,126. . 


Railways.—TVhe report on the Railways for the year ended 30th June shows 
that the earnings amounted to £5,028,450, and were £84,316 larger 
than in the preceding year. The working expenses were £2,952,824, 
the balance being £2,075,626, or £153,669 less than in 1907-8. After 
paying working expenses and interest on capital, there was a surplus of 
£388,892. The proportion of working expenses increased from 54-91 
to 58:72, while the profit represented a return of 4°45 per cent. on the 
capital expended, which is £47,612,666. All classes of traffic contributed 
to this result, which is very satisfactory, considering that the rates and 
fares were reduced greatly, and concessions and advances made to the 
staff. 


Banks of Issue.—The averages for the quarter ended 30th June are not 
particularly striking, the principal feature being an increase in coin and 
bullion. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there was 
a decrease of £1,469 in current accounts ; deposits as a whole, however, 
increased by £1,063,361. Reserves of coin and bullion were £510,536 
greater. Advances decreased by £190,767 during the quarter, and 
during the year by £859,313. 


Manufacturing Industries.—The returns relating to employment in manu- 
factories show that the number of hands increased by 2,631, the total 
number employed in 1908 being 89,098, of whom 67,617 were males 
and 21,481 females. The industries in which the largest increases took 
place were those working in clothing, wood, paper and printing, heat, 
light, and power. There was also a general increase in the wages 
paid, the total for 1908 being £7,217,355, as against £6,650,715 in 1907. 

Gold Production.—The gold yield during July was 27,557 oz. crude, equal 
to 22,447 oz. fine, valued at £95,349. The value of gold produced during 
the seven months was £477,927, and showed a decrease of £105,871, 


as compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 


Prices.—The general index number for July was lower than in June, 
but higher than for July last year. The index number for pastoral 
produce was 1,103, for metals 1,027, and for all articles 1,201. Prices 
generally were lower than in the previous month, the principal decreases 


being in leather, copper, lead, silver, and tin. 


Meteorology.—During the month of July the weather conditions generally 
were very dry, and although rain was experienced in various districts, . 
the falls over the whole State were for the most part below the average. 
Portions of the North Coast, South Coast, and Southern Tableland 
Districts were most favoured, but many stations recorded little or no 
rainfall. 


Land Selections.—During July 200 new settlers applied for 120,733 acres ; 
and 827,621 acres, representing 102 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,637, and the area applied for 1,107,548 acres. The original 
area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
924,231 acres, representing 1,039 blocks.
